Garrett casts lone vote against referendum plan

The Madison County Board took its 
first big step Wednesday toward estab- 
lishing a health department. 

In a 23-1 vote, the board agreed to 
begin circulating petitions to ask voters 
to put a health department referendum 
on the March 1994 ballot. 

More than 10,000 registered voters 
countywide must sign the petition 
beforé mid-December to put the refer- 
endum to a vote. 

The proposed referendum would call 
for a property tax increase of up to 10 
cents per $100 of assessed valuation to 
supply an estimated $2 million to fund 
the department.

Job fair gets big response from employers, applicants

Anyone who has spent any time looking for 
a job recently knows how tough it is in 
today’s economy. 

But response to a job fair held at the 
Gateway Center in Collinsville on Fri 
may be an encouraging sign that things may 
be starting to get better, an organizer said. 

More than 70 employers were on hand for

Jobs Plus drew about 40 employers in 1991,

“My impression of the turnout and the 
interest from local employer: y 
supporting something that I saw on the news 
last week — that the Midwest is leading the 
recovery,’' Hanke said 

“¥ talk’ to all the employers generally, and 
I think many of them were seriously looking 
for new employees,” he said. “‘My general 
comment is I think this might be a real 
positive note on the Metro East economy, 
and maybe the economy of the entire St. 
Louis area."" 























For example, The Prudential was looking 
for applicants for 10 to 15-new jobs in its 
Belleville office, for marketing and sales 
people, said District Manager Tom Cantwell 

“We've got about 20 interviews scheduled 
already, which I think is good,"’ Cantwell 
said. “Most of the people are already~ 
working, and looking for a change.” 

About 1,600 people came to Jobs Plus '93 
Many brought resumes to give to potential 
employers, and used the opportunity to fill 
out job applications. 

There were six free works 
like ‘Resumes That Work,”’ “Dealing With a 
Layoff” and ‘Job Hunting Techniques."" 

Michelle Edwards of Edwardsville and 
Nicele Zenik of Collinsville said*they liked 
having so many employers in a one location 

“I got to talk to a lot of people,” Edwards 
said. “I've given some resumes out, and 
filled out some applications.”’ 

Division Manager Steve nneider of St 
Clair County Employment and Training 
Services, who helped organize the event, said 
the event is a good chance to show off the 
work force available in the Metro East 

‘We want Illinois and Missouri employers 
to know there are skilled, qualified workers 
in Illinois, and don’t forget them when 
you've got jobs available,"’ Schneider said

There is no doubt that affirmative action, welfare reform, 
illegal drugs and street violence are issues that concern the 
African-American community. 

But it is a big mistake to believe these are African-Ameri- 
can problems. 

Who is the typical beneficiary of affirmative action (fair- 
ness in hiring and promoting)? A white woman 

Who is the typical welfare recipient? A white rural family. 

There is no doubt that illegal drugs plague the African- 
American community, but since more than 85 percent of 
identified illegal drug abusers are white, it is highly unlikely 
that this plague is limited. to any single area. 

Everyone who watches local television news knows that 
murder is the number one cause of death among young 
African-American males. But does everyone realize that 
murder is also the leading cause of death among young white 
people? 

This information may come as a surprise to both the white 
and African-American communities. We in the media are 
partly responsible for that reporters and editors tend to 
like things to fit into neat compartments. 

But, if we are honest with ourselves, we know that a 
problem in any part of a community is a problem for the 
community as a whole. It is impossible to hurt any member 
of a community without hurting everyone in the community. 

Since problems are common to all members of the commu- 
nity, it would make sense to consider common solutions 

So the question is not ‘‘Why should a resident of a quiet, 
middle-class’ white neighborhood join the fight for affirma- 
tive action and welfare reform and against illegal drugs and 
street crime?”’

| ‘Teacher of Year’

“Merry Christmas,”” Norman “Bruce” 
Martin greets a student as he walks down 
the hall at Frohardt Elementary School. 

Don’t bother Martin with the fact that . 
the date is actually Sept. 13. In his 27th 
year as an educator, teaching is still 
almost as much fun for Martin as 
learning is for his students. 

Martin, a Moro resident and a 
fourth-grade teacher at Frohardt, is one 
of a dozen finalists for state ‘‘Teacher of 
the Year,” 

“We can take a chronic truant and put 
him in (Martin’s) class, and there is no 
longer an attendance problem. His 
students just love to come to school,”” 

id Frohardt Principal Cindy Mills. 

‘Mills’ statement is confirmed by only a 
brief visit to Martin's classroom. (A sign 
outside the door proclaims the room as a 
“Registered Historic Nuthouse.”’) 

On one typical day this week, Martin, 
sporting a 12-inch-wide orange and white 
ped necktie, asks a question about the 
S reading assignment - 

Hands immediately shoot up in the air. 
Some students wave both hands, bounce 
up and down in their chairs and squeal 
“ooh, pick me!”’ in hopes that they will 
be selected to provide the answer. 

When Martin asks another, more 
difficult question, students frantically leaf 
through the pages of their textbooks, 
hoping to be first to come up with the 
answer. 

Such enthusiasm abounds among 
Martin’s students, partially because they 
see him as one of their own rather than 
“the enemy.” 

My philosophy is that, if I can get the 
to want to come Yo school, my jal 
hat much easier and more enjoyabie, 
Martin tells a reporter 

In order to create and maintain 
interest, Martin approaches teaching 
from a perspective of positive 
reinforcement, praising students for the 
smallest of accomplishments and making 
each feel important. 

“These things make them feel like 
they've accomplished something,’ Martin 
says. 

“Success breeds success. Once they get 
a little taste of it, they want mors 

Each student has a “point pass" taped 
to his desk. When a student is ‘“‘caught” 
being good or correctly answers a 
question, Martin will reward the student 
with points to be recorded on the pass 
Although the students are on the honor 
system to record points properly, the 
game is too much fun for them to think 
about cheating. 

Once a pass is filled with 25 points, it 
may be presented to Martin for admission 
to special events. 

Student Camille Sedlacek on this day 
also wears an over-sized tie — red with 
white valentines, covered with phrases 
like ‘‘Help Stamp Out Report Cards,” 
“Bored in the U.S.A.” and “I'd Rather 
Be Fishing.” 

She sums up the secret of Martin’s 
success: ‘‘He makes learning fun. 

Every day, Martin passes up the 
teachers’ lounge, opting to lunch with his 
students. He listens to their stories and 
gossip. He makes fun of his own 
mistakes. 

He selects a different “‘Student of the 
Week" each week, Every student will 
have the opportunity to be honored and

flood aid formula 


All 22 members of Illinois’ 
Congressional delegation are 
asking President Bil Clinton to 
give Illinois a bigger share of 
flood relief money. 

In a letter sent Friday to the 
president, they asked for a 
change in the formula by which 
the federal government will dis- 
tribute flood relief to the nine 
States affected 

“This plan is inherently unfair 
to a large state like Illinois, 
where, unlike Iowa, the flood 
affected oniy a small number of 
counties,” U.S. Rep. Jerry Cos- 
tello, D-Belleville, said. 

“The flood victims in my dis- 
trict are just as deserving of the 
Same aid as those in other areas 
of the Midwest, and should not 
be penalized just because we 
live in a larger stat 

U.S. Sen. Paul Simon, who 
headed the delegation, is also 
introducing two related flood 
amendments to a defense bill 
already being debated on the 
Senate floor. 

The delegation is protesting 
the formula used by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
to determine reimbursement for 
flood damage. 

FEMA uses a formula of the 
total amount of damage divided 
by the state’s population in 
determining which states get a 
90 percent reimbursement, 
instead of the usual 75 percent 

“Many of our localities will 
find it very difficult to come up 
with a 25 percent share for local 
construction and other relief pro- 
jects,’ Costello said. 

“The flood relief approved by 
Congress should be spread equi- 
tably, and FEMA's current for- 
mula does not achieve that 
goal,” 

Simon said that only the popu- 
lation of counties declared feder- 
al disaster areas should be used 


in figuring per-capita damage. 

“FEMA's use of a statewide, 
per-capita basis for determining 
the level of federal assistance 
unfairly impacts our state. 

“Illinois is being nalized for 
having a large population. These 
people deserve just as much 
help from the federal govern- 
ment as do the affected people 
in Iowa or Missouri,” the letter 
to Clinton reads. 

“This is a basic policy deci- 
sion. We’ve lost millions and 
Millions,’ Simon said at a news 
conference Friday 

Simon said oné amendment he 
introduced Friday authorizes the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to 
pay 100 percent of the costs for 
the repair of all non-federal 
levees, in addition to federal 
levees that the corps is already 
responsible for. It also directs 
that repairs be completed by 
Dec. 15. 

‘The corps now pays 80 percent 
of repair costs of non-federal 
levees 

Simon added that many resi- 
dents are hesitant to rebuild 
their homes and businesses for 
fear that, if the levees are not 
rebuilt, they could be flooded 
again 

“The spring floods will be 
coming before long. My concern 
is that, after Dec. 15, we're run 
ning into winter weather,’’ 
Simon said. 

The estimated cost of repair- 
ing all Illinois federal and non- 
federal levees is about $135 mil- 
lion. 

The other amendment Simon 
introduced directs the Corps of 
Engineers to report back to Con- 
gress within 180 days on the fez 
sibility of taking responsibility 
for maintenance of levees in the 
upper Mississippi River region, 
as it now does in the lower Mis- 
sissippi region.

Q. Since we've been talking so much about 
reforming the health care system in this 
country, I've got some questions about the 
one we already have. How many people are 
on Medicare and Medicaid? What do each 
cost and how are they financed? 

A. Medicare and Medicaid are the nation’s 
largest health care programs. Together they 
will cost nearly a quarter of a trillion (yes, 
trillion) dollars this year. 

Medicare"provides basic health insurance 
for 33 million aged and disabled people. 
Medicare’s Hospital Insurance (Part A) will 
spend $90 billion this year, mostly on 


inpatient care. Part A gets its income from a 


1.45 percent payroll tax on employees and 
employers. 

Medical Insurance (Part B) will spend $52 
billion on outpatient care. Part B gets most 
of its funds from general revenues of the 
federal government (nowadays,that means 
income taxes and borrowing). About 
one-fourth of the cost of the program is met 
by monthly premiums collected from Social 
Security checks

total Part A expenditures are needed to 
administer it. The rest of the money goes to 
health care providers. And 3.5 percent of 
total expenditures by Part B go to 
administrative costs. 

Medicaid provides comprehensive medical 
assistance to about 30 million people who are 
deemed to be medically needy — very poor 
or with very high medical expenses in 
relation to their incomes. Medicaid will cost 
more than $100 billion this year. The federal 
government pays about 56 percent of that 
bill, again using general revenues. The 
states pay the rest 

Q. I became disabled in January. When I 
got my award letter from Social Security it 
said that my first check would be for July 
and it wouldn't come until Aug. 3. Sure 
enough, that’s what happened. They agreed 
that I was disabled in January. Why did I 
have to wait until August for my first Social 
Security check? 

A. There is a waiting period for Social 
Security disability benefits. No payments are 
made for the first five full months after a 
person becomes disabled. Since you became 
disabled in January, your waiting period 
consisted of February, March, April, May 
and June. Your first check should have been 
for July, and it should have arrived 73 

















by Soeial Security, Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI), has no Waiting period. 
Presumably that is because it is a program 
based on need.

This month in Social Security history: In 
September 1950, the Social Security earnings 
limit was lifted for workers ages 75 or older. 
Before that, all retirees had to limit their 
earnings to less than $15 per month to get 
checks. Today workers 70 or older can earn 
as much as they want and still get all of 
their Social Security benefits. 


On Sept. 1, 1954, President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower signed a bill bringing farmers 
into the Social Security tax and benefit 
system 

In 1981, Social Security’s Lump Sum Death 
Payment ($255) was eliminated except in 
cases where a spouse or dependent child 
survives the deceased worker.

Just as most children learn to crawl before 
they learn to walk, children progress through dif- 
ferent stages of development when learning to 
read 

The problem is that some children can get 
stuck” in one stage of reading and never prog- 
ress to become fluent, capable readers. 

Author Mary Leonhardt, an English teacher for 
more than 20 years, offers help to parents of 
these children in her new book, ‘Parents Who 
Love Reading, Kids Who Don't: How It Happens 
and What You Can Do About It’’ (Crown Publish 
ers, Inc., $20.) 

Leonhardt’s book offers some excellent advice 
to parents of reluctant readers. She tells parents 
exactly how to get their child to read and what 
reading materials to use to accomplish that feat 

Although the book has a chapter for parents of 
preschool children, the majority of the advice 
particularly is relevant for parents of junior high 
school and high school-aged children — the most 
difficult group of reluctant readers to reach 

Leonhardt guides parents through eight stages 
of reading and tells them exactly how to advance 
their child through those stages 

* Stage One — Leafing. Through Books and 
Magazines 

When a _ child is in this stage, parents need to 
provide plenty of reading material that is inter- 
esting to the child, Leonhardt says. She recom- 
mends comic books and magazines for older chil- 
dren in this stage

the parents are doing is working, Leonhardt says 

« Stage Three — The First Book 

Parents need to find a can't-fail book to intro- 
duce to the child at this stage. Leonhardt recom 
mends a first-person narrative, a popular chil- 
dren’s series book, a funny book or a book on the 
same subject as the magazines your child enjoys 

* Stage Four — Very Narrow Reading 

In this stage your child will be extremely par- 
ticular about what he reads, He may read books 
by only one author or books on one subject 

Indulge him, Leonhardt says. If you continue to 
supply exactly the kinds of books he wants, he 
soon will gain the confidence to branch out 

° Stage Five — Branching Out 

Your child will start reading a variety of books. 
But Leonhardt warns parents not to relax at this 
point..The child still nee help finding new 
hooks 

* Stage Six — Wider Reading 

At this point your child is picking up books in 
all different categories and is ready to tackle 
some of the ‘‘classics."" 

* Stage Seven — Independently Finding Books 
{ At this stage your child will take charge of 
finding books for himself and no longer will rely 
on you to provide them. He will spend some of 
his free time finding books and reading 
age Eight — Lifelong Avid Reader 

You now have a child who has a personal rela 
tionship with books that will last him the rest of 
his life. This relationship will enhance his writing 
ability, vocabulary and understanding of ideas 
and information, Leonhardt say:
